“The basic truths,” he 
said, “are that to avoid another con- 
flict there must be contact and 
negotiations and that to maintain 
the negotiating process there must 
be a framework within which the 
parties have agreed to negotiate.” 

“Having succeeded in establish- 
ing an agreed framework of pro- 
cedures and principles for a settle- 
ment and in creating conditions for 
the establishment of the Geneva 
conference as a forum in which the 
implementation of those principles 
can be negotiated, the Council 
should not seek to prejudge the 
work of that conference,” Moynihan 
said. He expressed confidence that 
progress could be made. “Our ac- 
tions both in the Council and after- 
ward will be gulded by our best 
judgement of what is necessary to 
advance toward, and avoid Imped- 
ing, achievement of this objective,” 
he said. 

‘This apparently left the door open 
for some new element in the cur- 
rent Councll session, expected to 
end on Friday.

UNITED NATIONS. — As U.S. 
ambassador Daniel Moynihan spoke 
in the Security Council yesterday, 
Arab representatives here circulated 
δ working paper as a tentative 
draft resolution.

Direct Helsinki-Eilat flights set

The operators are Ideal Tours of 
Scandinavia, who will employ Super 
Caravelle airliners, the Tourist Min- 
istry ‘announced.

SINGAPORE. — A brusque con- 
frontation in Bangkok hat under- 
lined the grim logic of political ex- 
Perts who believe that the fate of 
Southeast Asia will depend in 1976 
on whether Thailand, the soft centre 
of a agub-continent beset by ad- 
vancing Communism, yields under 
pressure like a sponge — or a 
Spring. 


In ‘the wake of a general strike 
at the beginning of the month efter 
Prime Minister Kukrit Pramoj re- 
fused to cancel his decision to raise 
the price of rice in order to guaran- 
tee the farmer a fair return, the 
Premier hiraself has been forced ta 
seek a dissolution of Parliament, 
with a genera! election -planned for 
April 4. The turbulence and the 
resolve of Kukrit Pramoj are a 
reminder of the fact that the Com- 
munist guerrillas’ greatest single 
ally in a kingdom awash with in- 
surgency is the plight of the re- 


sentful peasant in the neglected 
and backward countryside. 

The inexorably rising figure for 
the number of armed rebels has 
reached the 10,000 mark, many now 
estimate, and these may be sup- 
ported by some 6,000 civillan cadres 
of the outlawed Communist Party 
of Thailand (CPT). But elthough 
the “liberation” of all Indo-China in 
1979 has given Bangkok 1,000 miles 
of common frontier with new and pro- 
vocative revolutionary regimes in 
Laos aad Cambodia, the latest flare- 
up along the border occurred in the 
four southern provinces of the coun- 
try, where about 1,000 Moslem 
secessionists — reputedly armed by 
ag Arab State —- move among a 
το local people of whom only 
one in five is a Buddhist Thai and 
the other four are Moslems of 
Malay stock. 

For the Thais the situation is as 
delicate to handle ag a primed 
Dpooby trap. Most of Thailand's pre- 
elgus rubber and tin are Jocated in

these provinces, and since they are 
close to the border with Malaysia, 
there is a nagging suspicion among 
the Thais that Malaysians have been 
inciting their fellow-Moslems in 
Thailand to revolt against the in- 
fidel. 

This fosters mistrust between 
Malaysian and Thai security forces 
engaged in a joint struggle to 
stamp out a red insurgency in the 
same area.” 


Meanwhile Thai police and the 
130,000-strong Thal army are also 
pitted against about 4,000 Com- 
munist guerrillas in north Thailand, 
and a further 4,000 tn the north- 
east. In 1975 the elusive enemy 
steadily grew in strength as more 
and more insurgents were trained, 
armed and filtered back across the 
border by a joint Vietnamese-Lac- 
tian comand in Hanoi which had 
direct radio contact with the CPT 
in Thaliand itself.

He said he dived under a table 
when the terrorists invaded Opec 
headquarters. 

The minister quoted “Carlos” — 
otherwise known as Ilich Ramirez 
Sanchez — as saying he was going 
to be shot as a protest over the 
policies of the Saudi Arablan gov- 
ernment. 

He heard a girl tell “Carlos” she 
had shot two men in the hall out- 
side the conference room. 

“What happened to me and my 
friends did not happen for the first 
or the last time," Sheikh Yamani 
wrote. “The criminals and those 
who make use of them still have 
plans for ἃ series of frightful 
crimes.”

Two men found after 
biggest shipwreck 


TOKYO. — Two American search 
planes yesterday spotted an oil 
slick in the area of the Western 
Pacific where two survivors from 
the missing Norwegian supertanker 
Berge Istra were reacued on Sun- 
day by a Japanese fishing boat 
after drifting on a rubber raft 
for nearly three weeks. 

The two survivors were quoted 
by their rescuers as saying they 
were painting on deck when there 
were three explosions, resulting in 
the biggest shipwreck in history. 
The Berge Istra, designed to carry 
ore and oil, was insured for $28m. 

Approximately 70 per cent of 
the insurance is held by Lioyd's 
of Louden, making it their biggest- 
ever shipping lost. Lloyds Under- 
writers yesterday rang the famous 


Lutine bell to signal the total loss 
of the 224,000-ton tanker. A Liyods 
spokesman said, “the bell is only 
rung when Lioyd’s are satisfied a 
vesgel has gone done.” 

The ship vanished at the end 
of December on 8. voyage from 
Brazil to Japan. A tropical storm 
was reported in the area at the 
time, but no distress signal was 
recelved from the vessel. 

The U.S. rescue centre in Oki- 
nawa reported it would send every 
available plane to continue the 
search for more of the ship's crew 
of 82, including two women. 

The survivors, a Braziian and 
a Spaniard, were reported in good 
condition when rescued about 650 
kms. off the northwestern tip of 
New Guinea. (Reuter, UPI)

Demand for 
specialist 
clinics

TEL AVIV.— Establishing a first 
class ‘'Central Specialists Clinic" for 
Kupat Holim patients in Jerusalem 
was called for this week by the 
Supervisory Committee of the Sick 


The Committee noted that 
Jerusalem, although it had many | 
Kupat Holim clinica, had no 
specialized centre which could serve 
asa "link" between these clintes and 
one of the capital's three general 
hospitals, none of which belongs to 
Kupat Holim. 

The Committee further called for 
the establishment of such specializ- 
ed clinics near all {ts hospitals 
throughout the country. The doctors 
serving in the hospital would also 
work in these specialized clinics, 
thus raising their standards. The 
specialized clinics would absorb the 
more serious cases from the 
neighbourhood general clinics. 

Another resolution called for 
studying the effects of the "long 
day" in the general clinics (a few are 
now operating on a trial] basis from 
early In the morning — through the 
noon break — until late in the 
evening). If this proved successful, 
the ‘long day" should be adopted in 
other clinics where manpower was 
available. : 

Kupat Holim also announced it 
hoped to build “Community Health 
Centres," together with the Ministry 
of Health, in Kiryat Shmona and 
Ma'alot, and to construct its own 
eentres in Dimona and Ashdod 
without the help of the Ministry. 

The Committee also noted that the 
“‘over-use of medicines caused 
damage to the health,’’ and 
regretted that its decision, adopted 
years ago, to charge a nomina! fee 


their use, had not been adopted (by 
the Histadrut). Until such a step was 
taken, Kupat Holim would try to in- 
culcate in the public the knowledge 
that over-use of drugs was harmful.

Crazy 
about 
Peter

TEL AVIV. — “At first we thought it 
was ἃ Crazy idea. Now we're crazy 
about Peter." 

The comment comes from Albert 
Cohen, one of a rotating team of well- 
known actors currently appearing in 
Peter Fry's '‘Improvisation 
Theatre" at Tzavta. His remark was 
typleal of the elated mood of all the 
cast as they met backstage after the 
show one evening last week. 
“Tonight was really good, great” .... 
“How about that moment when...."' 

The beauty, and at the same time 
the major potential pitfall, of im- 
provisation theatre js the fact that 
none — neither the actors, the 
audience nor the director — knows in 
advance quite what is going to 
happen. For this reason, says direc: 
tor Fry, a team of really top-notch 
actors is required. Even the cast is 
improvised from show to show. 


“I have a list of about 20 names 
and when I know the date and time of 
the next play, I get on the phone and 
prepare my team of five or six actors 
according to who's free. They have a 
minimum of advance preparation — 
I give them the bare outlines of a 
story and characters. That's literal- 
ly all. The atmosphere behind the 
scenes is electric before each perfor- 
mance: there is none of the normal 
“gecurity" of well-rehearsed scenes, 
no get script whatsoever. We per- 
form the outline anywhere between a 
dozen and twenty times, until I feel 
we've exhausted the permutations 


and we're getting stale. Then we. 


start with a new story." 

Improvisation theatre, suited best 
to smaller non-establishment 
theatres and clubs, has caught on in 
8 big way in the U.S. And in Poland 
too, surprisingly enough, according 
to Peter Fry. In England, Peter 
Brooks has done some interesting 
improvised experimental theatre. 
Peter Fry himself got ‘‘hooked’’ on 
this particular theatre medium when 
working in England, and two or 
three Improvised performances 
were put on at Tzavta a few months 
ago in connection with International 
Woman's Year. The current series 
started a month ago and has been 
playing to full houses once or twice 
each week. 


IN COMMON with the rest of the 
audience and the cast, I went along 
to Tzavta last week with no idea at 
al] about what was going to happen. 

On a bare stage, without set or 
costumes, sat Peter Fry and his 
cast: Misha Asherov, Albert Cohen, 
Zaharira Harifai, Bilha Mass and 
Shalom Keynan. He told the actors 
briefly what characters they were to 
be, acted out two short (semi- 
rehearsed) scenes to get the story off 
the ground — and Invited: the 
audience to take over. People in the 
hall then su, d who and what 
they would like to see next.... and I 
started to feel distinctly nervous on 
the actors’ behalf. Unjustifiably as it 
turned out. 

The basic elements of thia 


par- 
ticular story were fairly banal, semi- 
topical, familiar: Russian im- 
migrants, a privately owned and ex- 
ceedingly prosperous factory linked 
to the Defence Ministry involved in.

extremely shady operations, & 
soldier seriously wounded in the, 
Yom Kippur War. Peter Fry stood 
aside, occasionally played an active 
role and, as he thought fit, called 
“Cut” and asked the audience for the 
outline of the next scene. And it 
worked — beautifully — with word 
play and timing that could not have 
been bettered {f planned beforehand. 

“The concentration required is 
tremendous, but apart from that It's 
pure fun,'" comments Zaharira 
Harifal — who contributes plenty of 
the fun. And what could be closer to 
an actor's dream than a perfor- 
mance which is an exercise in ac- 
ting, initiative and imagination, 
without the tedious business of 
rehearsals and learning lines. 

“We have tremendous confidence 
in Peter Fry,” comments Albert 
Cohen. ‘‘Without his skill, his 
knowledge of where to make the 
right cuts, the whole thing could go 
off the rails and drag terribly. As to 
the audience, it's always a wonderful 
crowd. This is a ‘chamber music’ 
rather than a ‘Philharmonic’ type 
audience, a lot of young people, who 
like and understand theatre. Without 
them, it wouldn't work." 


GIVEN its constantly changing for- 
mat, the fact that there is never 
repetition, Tzavta plans to continue 
running the Improvisation Theatre 


“for an indefinite period. An innova- 


tion for the coming four weeks, in ad- 
dition to regular performances, is 
“Coffee Improvisation” at midnight 
on Mondays, a shorter version of the 
regular formula, the idea for which 
grew out of the behind-the-scenes 
discussions and improvisations 
which have been taking place 
between the actors after perfor- 
mances. “‘We had such fun that we 
decided to invite the public to par- 
ticipate in a more informal mood, 
sitting around over coffee (on the 
house).""

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The Tindemans report on the future of the EEC 


THE LONG-AWAITED REPORT on 
the future of the European Common 
Market by Belgian Prime Minister 
Leo Tindemans will be the subject of 
vigorous debate in the nine member 
countries during the coming months. 
Already, in the absence of any of- 
ficlal judgments from the national 
eapitals, government reaction in tak- 
ing shape. However, a confrontation 
on Mr. Tindemans’document will not 
take place until the next Common 
Market summit in Luxembourg in 
late February or early March. 

Mr. Tindemans was entrusted by 
the Common Market summit in 
Paria just over a year ago with the 
task of drawing up a report on howto 
move towards European Union. The 
idea originally germinated in Paris 
in 1972 at an earlier summit when 
‘The Nine set as “‘a joint major objec- 
tive to transform relations between 
member states into a European 
Union by the end of this decade." 

Mr. Tindemans conducted his in- 
vestigation by making a personal 
tour of the nine member countries 
and visiting the European in- 
stitutions. His report is not a syn- 
thesis of their ideas but a personal 
appreciation of what he considers 
the objectives should be and how 
they can be attained. In an accom- 
panying letter to the heads of 
government he denies he has set out 
to draft the constitution of a future 
European Union or to describe an 
ideal Europe. 

The Belgian Premier's most 
creative idea 15 to end the deadlock 
over Europe's economic and 
monetary union by allowing in- 
dividual states to progress towards 
this goal at different speeds. West 
Germany's former Chancellor Willy 
Brandt has already made a similar 
suggestion but Tindemans is the first 


head of government to propose it: 


while in office and to outline the 
methods by which it could be achiev- 
ed. 

Tindemans' proposals are bound 
to cause upheaval among ‘the Nine 
because they run counter to a 
number of the European com- 
munity’s current practices, par- 
ticularly with regard to application 
of the majority rule. 

Tindemans is a 58-year old Flem- 
ing with an established reputation as 
a dedicated European. He began his 
eareer as a journalist before becom- 
ing an active member of the Flemish 
Christian Socialist Party. He joined 
Jean Monnet's committee for a 
United States of Europe, studied un- 
der Dr. Henry Kissinger at Harvard 
and in 1968 became Belgium's 
Minister for European Community 
Relations. 

The Belgian Premier has taken a 
big political risk in accepting his 
European colleagues’ invitation to 
become the roving “wise man" of 
the continent. The final response to 
his proposals could put him in the 
first rank as a statesman of inter- 
national stature or relegate him to 
limbo as an unrealistic dreamer. 


THE EUROPEAN Common Market 
has always been a prolific producer 
of reports. Tindemans’ contribution 
might easily have been the victim of 
a temptation to treat it with a strong 
dose of scepticism. This would have 
been a mistake. The Belgien Prime 
Minister has kept his feet firmly on

Tindemans’ favourite idea, which 
runs through his report 88 8 constant 
theme, is that a united Europe can- 
not be built without a global ap- 
preach. He considers that Europe 
hes suffered too much in the past 
from intellectual segregation of 
economic, social and regional issues 
at the expense of any overall 
political coordination. Tindemans’ 
asks: “What do.the Europeans ex- 
pect from Europe? A voice in the 
world... a new society... a concrete 
solidarity.’* 

The Belgian Premier does not 
evade thorny problems such as 
European security or relations with 
the United States. He recognises that 
prospects for a joint European 
defence policy are remote in the 
foreseeable fufure. But he calls for 
concrete, although limited, action in 
this field, ᾿ 

Tindemans makes some 
revolutionary proposals which would 
strengthen the European Com- 
munity's institutions at the expense 
of governmental sovereignty. The 
Nine have already agreed that the 
European Parliament should be 
elected by universal franchise. The 
author of the report now suggests

Response has been warm in the 
Belgian press except from the 
Socialist “Le Peupie™ which says: 
“This report does not give Europe 
the new breathing spell which it 
needs. This 15 no clarion call. It's a 
pretty piece for a violin written to 
delight delicate ears." 

The Dutch Government has voiced 
‘reservations over the arrangements 
proposed by Tindemans for Euro- 
pean joint defence, which it con- 
siders unfriendly to the United 
States, and over the plan to achieve 
economic and monetary union by 


stages. 

Danish Premier Joergensen is not 
satisfied over proposals for joint 
defence and extension of the majori- 
ty rule to matters of foreign policy. 

A prudent attitude has so far been 
adopted by Britain where Foreign 
Secretary James Callaghan says the 

“government will examine the future 

of Community institutions ‘in good 
faith and with a sincere wish to 
reach practical proposals to 
strengthen the Common Market." 
But the British press is sceptical. 
The Times" says theiTindemans 
report "18 so cautious that it risks 
having Little impact on the European 
community." ‘ 


IT IS TOO EARLY to see how the 
sides will be drawn for the debate at 
government level which will con- 
tinue throughout 1976. The Luxem- 
bourg summit will be only the first of 
ἃ series of discussions. 

But, regardless of the. ultimate 
fate of Mr. Tindemans’ . the 
Belgian Prime Minister's 
pilgrimage around Europe is certain 
to succeed in one objective: to alert 
the Huropean’ governments to the 
need to give priority to reshaping the 
continent's institutions.

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Freedom and secrecy 


IT IS A SAD REFLECTION on the state of governmental 
authority in this country that the Prime Minister, and the 
Minister of Justice, should have felt it necessary to propose 8 
vast expansion of matters coming under the category of “secret 
information" which msy not be published in the press, as @ 
way of plugging “leaks” from inside the government. 

When this intention was first made known in 8. speech by 
Justice Minister Haim Zadok to the Knesset last week, it was 
suggested that the Cabinet, whose own members are a prime 
source of leaked information, hoa not attempt to iran τα 
problem, grave as it might be, making @ scapegoat 
press. For surely it is inconceivable that the Cabinet does not 
have independent means of preserving due secrecy in affairs 
of state — for example, the secrecy (prescribed by law) of its 
own deliberations. ᾿ 

Obviously, the difficulty stems not so much from a technical 


‘inability to trace leaks to the offending minister or official, but 


in applying the proper disciplinary measure to the offender. 
Forced resignation is automatically ruled out if its immediate 
consequence is the breakdown of the coalition in power. 

There was nothing, however, to prevent our political leaders 
from trying to put their own house in.order. This has not been 
done. Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin tried to withhold informa- 
tion from the Cabinet; when this proved ineffective he tried 
to discipline the preas. Now he is asking the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee to add top secret communica- 
tions with other governments, and secret meetings with officials 
of countries that have no diplomatic relations with Israel to 
the short list of items now barred from publication under the 
State Security Law. 

A newaman does indeed have a good defence in law if he 
ean show he did nothing unlawful to obtain secret information, 
that the information was obtained in “good faith” and 
“reasonable purpose,” whatever these may mean. The fact 
the new prohibition, like its predecessors, is tacked on to 
section dealing with “aggravated espionage” might also be ex~ 
plained away as a matter of legal convenience. But there is no 
gainsaying that the prohibition is couched in sweepingly vague 
terms, Will all communications between Jerusalem and Wash~- 
ington now be labelled “top secret”? The ambiguities in the

The Israel press has been a willing part- 
ner to the practice of leaking, and it must shoulder some of 
the responsibility for its eradication, together with the Govern- 
ment. The question is not whether but how this should he done 
in a way which makes diplomacy and democracy possible.

THE LEADERS of Israel's leftist 
party, Mapam, have for some years 
held that the Palestinian Arabs are 8. 
nation. These Arabs themselves 
have throughout the years proclaim- 
ed that they form part of the great 
Arab nation which ia scattered over 
lands from Morocco to Iraq, 
from Syria to Saudi-Arabia,. 
although since the 1967 Six Day War 
they speak of themselves as a dis- 
tinct nation. When they were under 
Jordanian rule they did not claim 
their right as a separate nation, and 
those that did clamour for a State of 
their own spoke in the name of the 


᾿ xight to self-determination. Neither 


Mapam nor the Palestinian Arabs 
troubled to explain by what defini- 
tion of the term “nation” the latter 
could be regarded as a “nation,” or 
in what respect they differ from 
other Arabs whe live, for example, in 
Syria or Iraq and with whom they 
share the same history, traditions, 
, customs and religion. 

It is customary té regard as a na- 
tion any considerable group of per- 
sons who possess these attributes in 
common and who, ag ἃ group, ave 
distinct and different from all other 
nations or national groups. It is true 


one based on their consti a 
separate nation. They demand t 
they be enabled to set up a state of 
their own. Obviously they present a 
political probiem which Israel must 
consider and deal with, but thia does 
not make them ἃ nation. A nation is 
not created by a cominon hatred of 
another national group, nor by a 
decision of ‘any group to become 
overnight a new nation. A State may 
be created by such a decision, a dis- 
tinct nation must develop naturally 
over centuries. 

Now one of.Mapam‘s leaders, 
Yaacov Hazan, has expressed his un- 
usual concern not only about the 
Palestinian Arabs, but for world 
Christianity and for Islam as well. 
Hazan reportedly proposes a simple 
plan to resolve "the problem” of 
Jerusalem —- to give the atatus of an 
“extra-territorial" area to the holy 
Christian and Moslem places in 
Jerusalem. In other words, these 
areas would no longer be under 
Israel rule, and that of course would 
entail conferring a right of way to 
the areas through Israel territory. 
Resuscitating anew the idea of Arab- 
Iarae] confederation, which even 
before the establishment of the State 
he could not persuade a aingle Arab 
leader of consequence to favour or at 
least publicly to admit that he 
favoured, Hazan wouid turn a part of 
Jerusalem into the Capital of an 
Arab-Israel Confederation, if and 
when it were established.
